Mick made his senio 
playing debut for the Saints way back in 
1987 as a 17 year old striker, but was 
quickly slotted into defence by then 
Saints coach, Tony Vrzina. In 1989 he 
as appointed club captain by rookie 
Saints coach, Branko Culina. He cap- 
ained the side til the end of the 1999) 
eason before playing his final year with 
he Saints in 2000. He finished his com- 
petitive career in 2001 with Whittlesea 
Stallions, on the way helping the 
Stallions earn promotion into the VPL. 
Even now the love of playing hasn't dis- 
ipated as he donned on the boots fo 
he Saints successful sister amateu 
league club, St Albans Vukovar in 2002, 
and continues to play when he can find 
ime in his busy schedule. 


Mick quickly earned a reputation as a 
ough and uncompromising stopper dur- 
ing his playing career, earning himself a 

ictorian Representative call up in 1995. 
He captained the Saints during the clubs 
most successful campaign back in 1998 
under former Saints coach, Vlado Vanis. 
During the '98 campaign the Saints took 
out the Minor Premiership but unfortu- 
nately could not go all the way, losing to 
Bulleen in the Grand Final. 


Mick began his coaching apprenticeship 
in 2002 as the Saints assistant coach to 
Peter Cocker. He was also the Saints 
assistant coach last year to Vlado Vanis, 
and assumed the role as caretake 
coach after Vanis resigned late in the 
eason. He coached the Saints in a cou- 
ple of Dockerty Cup matches and the 
annual Australian/Croatian football tour- 
nament. Colina did not apply for the 
Saint's vacant coaching position in 2005 
due to work and family commitments, 
but felt he was ready, and that the time 
as right when the opportunity arose 
again in 2005 to coach his beloved 
Saints.

After a season in the VPL, Knox City are 
back in Division One.
